In  the  I'rojpMtus  mentioned  above.and  publiaht,!  nearly  a  year  ai 
opinion  in  favor  of  Sarnia.  on  llie  Southern  citrtinily  of  Like  iluron,  i 
then,  material  changes  rc-pecii'ig  both  Foreign  and  U.meslic  tratr.c  have  taken  place,  and  the  qu«lion  of  • 
Union   will,  the  Great   Western   Railroad   Company   ii,  Canada  has  arinen,  for  the  easy  acco.npli.limenl  of  ^ 
which,  the  Act  which  has  just  received  the  Ruyal   A..ent,  provides.     It  thercforo  become,  oeeewary  to  re. 
consider  this  opiuion. 

The  p'.jreign  trafTic.  which  is  now  carried  by  the  one  route  through  Lake  Erie,  consists  nevertheless  of 
two  distinct  branches  ;  the  objects  and  interests  of  which  are  perfectly  distinct.  The  one  points  to  the  con. 
nexion  of  the  Kostern  American  Railroad,  lernnnating  at  liu:ral...  will,  the  Wtstern  one  commencing  at 
Detroil ;  and  necessarily  seeKing  a  more  Southern  route.  The  other  points  to  the  connexion  of  the  nnviga. 
tion  of  Lake  Ontario  with  that  of  Lake  Huron,  re<iuiring  a  more  Northern  route,  wiih  good  harbour*  at 
either  leriiiinniion. 

Of  these  two  ohjects,  tho  connexion  of  I  akes  Ontario  and  Iluroo  i.  not  only  the  most  important  now  ; 
but  with  ail  its  vast  increase,  the  trade  runs  no  probable  risk  of  being  ever  (iiverlcd  lo  oiher  clmniiels.  But 
wilh  respect  lo  the  connexion  of  the  two  American  Railroads  no  such  increase  can  be  expected,  since  tho 
more  Southern  purl  of  the  trade  now  passing  through  Buffalo  will  necessarily  be  more  and  ni'.re  diverted  from 
Detroit,  as  the  improvements  now  in  progress  are  completed.  A  terminus  at  Windsor  ha*  fur  i:s  object 
•olely  the  conm  xiun  of  these  two  line..  To  include  ihe  other  and  rioie  im(>oriBnt  obiect,  the  We.teru  Tcr. 
minus  must  he  North  of  tlie  St.  Clair.     The  choice  lying  between  Sarnia  and  (io.leiich. 

Goderich  possesses  a  tolerably  good  harbour,  particularly  for  Sieameri-  and  I'rontller.  :  is  situated  higher 
up  than  Sarnia  on  Lake  Huron,  and  at  a  shorter  distance  from  Toronto — and  for  all  purposes  of  Summer 
trade  is  most  valuable.  But  it  has  the  disadvantage  of  being  situated  o;i  the  Lee  shore  of  the  Lake,  and  all 
Foreign  traflic  must  cease  for  above  fivo  months  of  the  vear. 

Sarnia  is  situated  at  the  commencement  o(  Lake  Huron,  so  thai  every  vessel  entering  that  Lake  mutt 
pais  through  iis  harlwur  ;  and  in  consequence  of  the  dirticulty  of  tlie  navigation  of  the  St.  Clair,  it  possi-»sei 
many  advantages  similar  to  those  o(  Butralo  ou  Lake  Erie.  Its  harbour  is  both  exceedingly  g<>o<)  and  ea.y 
of  access,  the  Lake  is  always  open  to  it.  and  it  lies  under  the  weather  shore  of  Lake  Huron — advantages  a. 
a  Port  for  tho  Lake  trade  wiiich  mo.e  than  compensate  for  the  longer  navigation,  and  its  gieaier  distanee 
from  Toronto.  ( Ap|)endix  4.)  At  the  «ame  time  ihe  object  of  establishing  a  communication  wi'h  the  IVtioU 
Railroad  is  no!  relinqoislied,  a.  a  road  from  that  plane  to  Port  Iluron.  inimedialely  opposite  may  be  coiisid. 
ered  the  certain  consequence  of  one  made  to  Sarnia,  a  Charter  for  wliicli  was  obtained  from  llie  Micbiguu 
legislature  laat  year. 

The  present  want  of  roads  on  the  American  side  to  this  point,  (Port  Huron  opposite  Sirnia),  has  b.rn 
urged  a.  an  ohjecuoo  to  Sarnia  as  a  terminus,  as  if  il  proved  not  only  a  want  of  business  but  of  seiil,  menl 
there.  This  is  no  more  the  ca-c  in  that  part  of  the  country,  thin  in  any  other  pan  of  Western  Ainenca. 
(Api*ndix  5.)  liidi  ed  the  iiislory  of  ihe  "Central  Railroad"  (ihat  West  Iroin  Deiioii)  proves  the  i.n|H.rlaiico 
of  tlie  tract  ol  country,  of  which  Port  Iluron  wculd  naturally  become  the  i.uilel.  When  Railroad,  were  first 
commenced  in  the  Slate  of  .Micliigan,  ihey  were  undertaken  by  the  Slate  t;..vernnienl  j  and  three  lines  run.

For  these  reasons,  this  Board  slioi-Id  resist  any  deparluro  from  the  line  lo  Guclph,  In  its  nc] 
with  the  Great  Western  Company.  As,  however,  it  is  aosirablu  to  ovoid  rivalry,  this  Board  ii  pn 
reconuiend  a  junction  or  union  based  upon  such  a  plan  as  ivithout  sacrilicing  the  inl.re->ts  of  cither 
Company,  will  .etain  ihe  more  valuable  portions  of  each,  and  wliuu  may  probably  be  done  by 
\Voodit(x;k  as  the  pla»  »  of  junction. 

The  Toronto  maiii  line  would  then  be — from  Toronto  to  (J.iilph,  4.S4  miles,  and  from  nu.lph  I 
stock,  direct,  39  m.li  -.  The  Great  Western  line  would  be, — Iroin  lliiniiton  to  Brantl'ord,  2:»1  mil 
Brantford  to  Woodstock  23  miles,  or  as  there  appears  lo  te  gn-u  Jillkulty  in  crossing  liie  CJiaid 
Brantford,  ihe  iJ'cat  West,  rn  line  will  probably  lie  carried  Iron,  that  place  to  Pari?,  6  miles,  and  frc 
10  the  iunclion  at  Woojsioil,,  21  miles.  The  L'lii.ed  line  to  b.;  cr.ftiud  from  Woodstock  to  LuiJon, ; 
and  from  London  to  Sarnia,  01  miles,  each  Company  reserving  to  itself  its  own  branches.  Thoseof 
Western  would  he,  I'rnm  llai  niton  lo  Fort  Eric,  and  from  London  to  Windsor,— should  that  Compa 
to  make  them.  The  first  branch  from  llie  Toronln  line  would  be-  from  Gu.  Iph  to  Slratford,  30^  miles, 
thence  to  Goderich,  4.')  miles.  Or,  by  a  trifling  aivergence  from  the  direct  line  helween  Guclpii  ai 
slock,  so  as  to  CIOS3  the  south.east  part  o(  the  Township  of  Wilniot,  which  would  place  the  road  o 
more  level  line.a  point  may  bu  gained,  from  whence  the  brunch  to  Stratford  would  be  only  2.j  miles.
